taught Tuesday and Thursday evenings by a Professor Spensger. The last 
two or three lectures have been devoted to Israel, with last night's discussion 
centering on the development of Zionism, the nationalistic, political theory, as 
contrasted with Judiasm, the religion. The professor has been quite objective 
throughout the course/ quoting mostly from original correspondence of Middle 
Eastern Leaders, and from books by both Arab and Zionist authors. He has 
laboriously and repeatedly articulated the differences between Judiasm and Zionism, 
and could not, by an impartial observer, possibly be labeled anti-Semitic as he has 
the highest regard for the Jewish religion. By his educational background, his 
travels throughout the Middle East, and his rational, un-emotional approach to the 
subject, he is apparently well equipped mentally and emotionally to teach a class 
that numbers among its members both Arabs and Zionists. 

Last night's class was particularly heated. The professor was reading from 
Lilienthal's "What Price Israel?" antlfrom "Violent Truce" by E, H. Hutchinson, 
who was assigned to the UN Truce Supervision Organisation from 1951 to 1952 when 
he joined the Israel-Jordan Mixed Armistice Commisiion. Lilienthal, who is Jewish, 
-points out- in his book the disservic e done to Judiasm by Zionist s in that the Zionists 
demand allegiance to Israel first. Hutchinson terms Zionism nationalistic aggression 
One boy in the class, who proclaimed himself a Zionist, kept denying the charges 
against Zionism angrily and proclaimed the above-mentioned observations to be lies. 
The purpose of this memo lies in the statement made by another man in the class(who 
- from what was said, was also probably Jewish). This second naan said that while 
in the Marines, some of his Jewish friends related stories of Jews who have been 
asked by Zionists to divulge confidential and secret information. These Zionists 
put pressure on Jews, the second boy related, by telling them that their first 
^allegiance is to Israel. He didjxit imply that any of his Jewish friends had turned over 
any information to these Zionists. This account infuriated the previously mentioned 
Zionist, who slammed his book on his desk, and walked out of the class. Later in 
lie period it was reported that during the 1948 Israeli-Arab war that the Israelis had 
: an excellent intelligence network, activated in a great many incidences by Zionists 
putting pressure on Jews in governments throughout the world.
